New York—O>-Ogden L. Mills, 


former secretary of the treasury, 
died at his home here today at 11:59 
a. m. after an illness of two weeks. 
Mills was 53 years old. 


According to business associates, 


his death came with a seemingly 
trivial illness which had kept him 
from his desk for two weeks. 


Mills had suffered several slight 


illnesses in the course of the sum- 
mer. 


He took a long cruise in the hot 


weather on his yacht Avalon from 
his home club, the Cold Spring 
Harbor Beach club, ending at the 
New York Yacht club station at 
Newport. 


Because of these recurring illness- 


es. Mills had given up much of his 
activities in the Republican party. 


Had Wide Interests 


At the time of his death. Mills' 


activities were manifold. He was a 
director in the Cerro de Pasco Cop- 
per corporation, the New York 
Herald Tribune company, the Chase 
National bank, the Merganthaler 
Linotype 
company, the National 


Biscuit company, and the Seaboard 
Oil company. 


Mills rose to his highest promi- 


nence in themation's affairs under 
President Hoover, who made him 
secretary of the treasury in Febru- 
ary. 1932, when Andrew Mellon, 
whom he had served as undersecre- 
tary of the treasury, retired. 


Mills 
left 
public 
office 
when 


President 
Roosevelt entered 
the 


White House. He always was a 
leading foe of the New Deal. 


Mills is survived by his widow, 


the former Mrs. Dorothy Randolph 
Fell, daughter of Philip S. P. Ran- 
dolph of Philadelphia. They had no 
children. 


Mills' first marriage to Miss Mari 


garet 
Stuyvesant 
Rutherford, 


daughter of Mrs. W.-K. Vanderbilt, 
Sr., ended in divorce in 1920.

Although Mills was "born with a 


gold spoon in his mouth" and had 
little inducement except the tradi- 
tions of ancestors to carve out a 
career, his life was well-rounded. 


An able financier, skilled ward 


politician, a pleasant and graceful 
socialite, a leading tax expert, a 
promulgator of social welfare legis- 
lation, a 
successful corporation 


counsel, a soldier of considerable 
distinction, a congressman and cab- 
inet officer—these were some of 
the things Mills succeeded in being 
for no better reason than that he 
wanted to be them. 


Mills worked on the average of 


ten hours a day, he told friends, and 
although he was director -of- many 
large corporations, an officer or 
trustee of numerous charities and 
an outstanding figure in the Re- 
publican party, he always had time 
to chat with friends or laugh heart- 
ily at a witticism. 


After getting his-law degree from 


Harvard in 1907. with high grades, 
he became an employe and then a 
partner of Stetson. Jennings and 
Uusscli. a New York law firm, and 
soon was in demand as a corpora- 
tion trial lawyer. But dissatisfied 
with a career that .seemed solely 
devoted to pecuniary gain. Mills, 
only a year after being admitted to 
the JCcw York bar. became active 
in ward politics. In 1912 he ran 
for congress but was defeated. 


Two years later he was elected to 


the state senate and began to reflect 
the lively interest in social welfare 
displayed by his grandfather Darius 
Ogdcn Mills, founder of the "Mills 
hotels." Also he had a flair 
for 


quickly grasping financial problems 
and his advice soon was sought by

managing hens when moulting, ac- 
cording to R. C. Swansonu, Outa- 
gamie county agricultural agent. 


In the past it was customary to 


feed moulting hens a lot of oily ma- 
terial such as would help them grow 
feathers. As a result, the grain was 
loaded with sunflower seed and the 
mash with oil meal. There is still no 
objection to feeding a flock such 
materials but the reasoning was not 
correct. Swanson states. 


Feather growth, according to J. B. 


Hayes, extension 
poultryman. is 


rather a question of the individual. 
Some hens grow feathers quickly, 
while others take their time. Hayes 
finds that this, in part, helps to dis- 
tinguish between good layers and 
poor layers, since the late, rapidly 
moulting birds have never proved 
themselves to be good producers.

Surprises in Southland

New London. WIs.— The 
north 


crner who hooks up his 
trailer 


climbs into the trusty car or boards 
the luxurious motor bus or through 
train for the sunny south as the 
rumbling juggernaut of icy-breath- 
ed winter is heard ominously ap- 
proaching must prepare himself for 
many surprises 
when 
he 
rolls 


through the hills and smiling val- 
leys of Dixie. This will be especial- 
ly true for the first timer, but even 
the veteran traveler south requires 
many years to become accustomed 
to the pronounced changes from the 
familiar home above Mason and 
Dixon's line. 


My first surprise during last au- 


tumn's trip was when I entered a 
Missouri town store for some minor 
purchase. 
As I was leaving the 


clerk said: "Wait a moment for your 
change." Then he handed me a 
handful of pasteboard milk bottle 
caps—or so I tho.ught. For a few 
seconds I almost believed I was be- 
ing spoofed until I read the inscrip- 
tion on the discs—"Missouri Sales 
Tax-One Mill." It was my first con- 
tact with the sales tax token now 
so prevalent throughout the south 
and so annoying to both traveler 
and native. The states farther south 
use small aluminum and brass tok- 
ens usually about the size of a 25- 
cent piece, but a sales tax by any- 
other token (these pieces are all 
called "tokens") would be as bad as 
the Missouri pasteboards even if 
less bulky. The charges are usually 
2 per cent. A child going for an ice 
cream cone must produce a one mill 
(one tenth of a cent) token and ev- 
ery 50-cent purchase carries an ex- 
tra copper. Sometimes one goes to 
make a purchase and pulls out a 
handful ot change only to find he 
has only a .half cup of tokens worth 
a few cents in all. On top of these 
sales taxes are the gasoline taxes 
which are far higher than in the 
north. Besides the (i or 7 cents de- 
manded by some states are added 
Uncle Sam's penny per and some- 
times even a 2-cent county tax and 
a city tax of a cent. I have paid as 
high as 9 cents a gallon tax in Flor- j 
ida when the cost of the gas itself i 
was only 7 or 8 cents. 


Looks Less Prosperous

In jury to Flowers 


Should he Dug About Time 


Of First Killing Frost, 


Expert Says 


Injury from the gladiolus thrips 


which has in recent years ruined 
many promising plantings of this 
popular garden flower can be avoid- 
ed by faking certain precautions in 
the harvesting and storage of the 
corms. R. C. Swanson. Outagamie 
county agricultural agent, has been 
informed by E. L. Chambers, state 
entomologist. 


Now is the time, he savs. to dig 


the corms. About six weeks after 
cutting flowers or about the lime 
of the first killing frost is usually 
considered the proper time. If the 
season will permit, most growers 
prefer to wait until the foliage turns 
yellow, indicating that the plants 
are ready to rest. Chambers recom- 
mends that the corms be removed 
immediately from the fields after 
digging to prevent their becoming 
infested with the thrips which re- 
main on the tops. It is for this rea- 
son, he points out. that shaking the 
tops over the corms should 
be 


avoided during harvesting time. 


Place In Cool Place 


As soon as they are allowed to 


dry out a little the corms should be 
stored in as cool a place as possible, 
but where they will not be subject- j 
cd to freezing temperatures, from 
35 to 45 decrees is preferable. Hav- 
ing thus reduced the infestation to a 
minimum, any of these pests suc- 
ceeding in getting into the storage 
will quite likely succumb to the lo\v 
temperatures they would be sub- 
jected to over a period of severa 
months. 


As an additional precaution, and 


in event these precautions have not 
been carefully followed, it is ad- 
visable to treat the corms 
with 


napthalene flakes at the rate of one 
ounce or approximately four table- 
spoonfuls to every 100 corms 
or 


about one pound to about each 2 000 
corms.

Washington — Arthur Mullen ot 


Nebraska, the man who rose to 
prominence as the foe ol the Bry- 
ans, has folded up his political 
career like a .used napkin and has 
retired to private life. That is, al- 
most. He is writing a book. 


Big, bold and breezy as a prairie 


wind. Mullen had 40 years of po- 
litical Jife behind him when he an- 
nounced a few days ago that he was 
going back tp his farm. Ho was suf- 
fering from a disgruntled stomach. 


Preceding him a year or so in re- 


tirement to another Nebraska farm 
was Charles Bryan, Wother of "The 
Great Commoner," William Jen- 
nings Bryan. 


Like 
many another 
Nebraska 


Democrat, Mullen began his po- 
litical career as a W. J. Bryan fol- 
lower. There was something of the 
Franklin D. Roosevelt in Bryan. 
Thousands of his followers didn't 
give a. hang what he advocated. If 
Bryan said it, it was all right Mul- 
len was among them.

The break came in 1912. In that 


year Theodore Roosevelt split the 
Republicans, and the Democratic 
presidential nomination, instead of 
being merely a thing of beauty, be- 
came a thing of value. 


The Nebraska primary pledged 


its Democratic delegation to Champ 
Clark, but at a crucial moment in 
the 
convention Bryan 
said 
he 


couldn't stomach some of the sup- 
port that was going to Clark. He 
swung his own vote to Woodrow 
Wilson. It put Wilson in the White 
House. 


From 
that hour Mullen was 


against the Bryans. He associated 
himself with Senator Hitchcock of 
Nebraska, prominent publisher, and 
in 1916 they prevented Bryan going 
even as a delegate to the national 
convention. Mullen became national 
committeeman. A truce was reached 
in 1926 when Charles Bryan was 
elected governor, but in 1933 came a 
furious break. 


Senator Howell, who had defeat- 


ed Hitchcock several years earlier, 
died soon after Roosevelt took of- 
lice. Mullen wanted Governor Bry- 
an to appoint Hitchcock for the re- 
maining year of Howcll's unexpired 
term. Instead Bryan named W. H. 
Thompson, a former state supreme 
court justice, to the short term—- 
and soon thereafter announced him- 
self a candidate in the 1934 primary 
for the Democratic senatorial nomi- 
nation for the long term. 
* Hitchcock, then seriously ill, call- 
ed Mullen to his side and, so friends 
say, told Mullen to "beat Bryan." 
As the man to beat him, they set- 
tled on Edward R. Burke, then a 
house freshman.

It must be a full load—and a 
varied one—before an Englishman 
will exert the energy to raise it to 
his jaws. 


•Round and 'Round 


It's here that his knife gets its 


extra workout. Around the plate go 
knife and fork, stopping for a little 
cabbage here, a few potatoes there, 
and a bite of whatever else hap- 
pens to be on the circuit All of 
this is firmly mashed on the back 
of the fork with the aid of the 
knife. Yes, the back of the fork. 
It holds more than thr> front, you 
know. 


So. after meat, cabbage, potatoes 


and so on have been piled on the 
fork, the Englishman raises his 
strong left arm, ducks his head to 
meet the oncoming shovelful—and 
fills his mouth. 


A marvelous shortcut. 


Wawtuh? That's Extraw 


But an Englishman needs a short- 


cut when you consider the size of 
his meals. Dinners often consist of 
separate fish and separate 
game 


courses, in addition to the usual 
soup, meat, potatoes, salad etc. A 
Briton often 
has 
finished 
six 


courses by the time he gets to cof- 
fee or tea—which, • by the way, 
costs extra at most public eating 
places in London. Often extra, too, 
are bread and butter. The butter 
comes in either round or scroll- 
shaped pads—never square as in 
America. 


Apparently no one drinks water 


—or wahtuh, as the English say— 
for it's served only on request 
Napkins, too, are a request item in 
many eateries.

The mechanics of 
organization 


recommended by the citizens" group 
was followed 
closely in a bill 


drawn by administration aides dur- 
ing the 1937 regular legislative ses- 
sion, a measure which died with 
dozens of others when the legisla- 
ture precipitately adjourned early 
in July. 


The principal features of the 


county organization show a com- 
plete break with the outworn phil- 
osophy of local care and community 
responsibility for dependency. That 
break was emphasized still more 
when the committee boldly rec- 
ommended consolidation of county 
social security functions in some 
districts, such as those in the north, 
where for financial reasons or oth- 
ers, separate maintenance of such 
departments would be inadvisable. 


Want 5-Man Board 


The committee would like to see 


a county social security department 
which would be managed by a five 
member board, a group equipped 
with policy-formulating powers as 
well 
as 
supervision. 
Members 


would be chosen by the 
county 


boards of supervisors, and to make 
certain that there is a link with that 
county 
board, 
two supervisors 


would be eligible for the social se- 
curity unit. 


Members would serve for three 


years, except supervisors of county 
judges, who would resign at the end 
of their county board or judicial 
terms. They would be compensat- 
ed at a per diem rate, with allow- 
ances for incidental expenses. 


Working as full time head of the 


new department would be a direc- 
tor of social security who would 
be appointed by the county advis- 
ory group, but with approval of the 
state department of social security. 
He would be remox-able only by 
the county or state social security 
boards. 


To that new unit the citizens' 


committee proposed, and got the 
LaFollette 
administration to ap- 


prove, to assign administrative du- 
ties in the whole broad field of 
public welfare in an attempt to 
meet the need which became the 
theme of the committee's report, 
coordination. 


Lack Coordination 


"There exists in most communi- 


ties lack of coordination between 
the various types of aid which arc 
available. A sound organization for 
welfare purposes will insure that a 
well-balanced progrem 
of assis- 


tance is made available to all those 


observed. 


In addition there is a hopeless 


variance from county to county in 
the administration of various phas- 
es of public welfare activities. 


To meet its ideal of an integrat- 


ed, uniform system, the committee 
recommended a single type of coun- 
ty social security department, to 
which would be entrusted the ad- 
ministration of the following num- 
erous, but related activities: 


1. Child welfare services for neg- 


lected, 
dependent, 
handicapped, 


delinquent, and illegitimate chil- 
dren. 


2. Aid to dependent children. 
3. Old age assistance. 
4. Aid to needy blind. 
5. Service to families other than 


the granting of financial or materi- 
al aid. 


C. Medical care for the needy, 


including admission to public in- 
stitutions 
when 
commitment by 


court is not required. 


Direct Relief 


7. Direct relief, unless the coun- 


ty board of supervisors elects to 
place relief responsibility on con- 
stituent municipalities. 


8. Certification to work and oth- 


er assistance programs. 


9. Admission to county homes. 
10. Investigation for courts on 


their request. 


11. Juvenile probation, 
unless 


otherwise provided by the judge. 


12. Probation of adult misde 


meanants. at the discretion of the 
court. 


13. Special aids and services tc 


veterans, unless the county board 
of supervisors provides otherwise 


14. Management of county insti 


tutions. 


15. Maintenance of administra 


tive and 
reporting relationships 


with the state departments. 


16. Record-keeping and statisti- 


cal reporting. 


I 
And in settin? up such county de- 


partments, "it is essential that" care 
be exercised in the selection of the 
staffs of the county departments.' 
Without directly saying 
so. 
the 


committee strongly suggested that 
county boards get the state bureau 
of personnel to select applicants on 
the basis of merit, in other words, 
the application of the civil service 
principle. 


Advisory Committee 


To top this elaborate, brand new 


syitcm of county administration, 
the citizens' committee suggested it 
would be fine to have the advice of 
a trained, interested citizens' volun- 
tary committee, and observed: 


"Pioneering through private ini- 


tiative usually has preceded the es- 
t-.blishment of public facilities. In- 
deed, prior to the emergency peri- 
od, the major efforts in this direc- 
tion were primarily of private con- 


group. As the committee itself re- 
ported, it "may or may not have 
found the correct answers to the 
problem, but if the underlying facts 
arc in the possession of an intel- 
ligent public, the right answers will 
eventually emerge."

"Charitable and philanthropic en- 


terprises have assumed huge pro- 
portions and carefully organized 
and intelligently directed groups of 
citizens have sponsored many such 
activities. The abilities and service 
of this group of citizens should be 
utilized in the county welfare ser- 
vice." 


It may be noted that some of the 


features of the county unit organ- 
ization as proposed are not going to 
be received joyfully by those in 
control of present Wisconsin coun- 
ty boards. For instance the machin- 
ery as suggested by the governor's 
corps of investigators allows only 
two county supervisors, or a minof- 
ity. on the county social security 
boards, and to judge from an ini- 
tial hearing on that proposal before 
the 1937 legislature, county board 
members don't like the idea. 


But those features will gradually 


be ironed out. and beginnings made 
toward following the broad outlines 
of the recommendations 
of

Success of Columnists

New York—Of all the fantastic fog-shapes that have risen off the 


swamp of confusion since the big war. the most futile and, at the same 
time, the most pretentious is the deep-thinking, hair-trigger columnist or 
commentator who knows all the answers just offhand and can settle 
great affairs with absolitc finality three or even six days a week. 


Being one of these myself, I have been trying to 


figure out how we came to be, and calculated how 
long the game will last. Some. I know, have been 
pontificating for 20 years and have come to regard 
themselves as intellectual landmarks and American 
institutions as permanent as baseball.
